and conditions stipulated in the aforesaid Public Notice, except that their period 
of validity will be 12 months instead of 6 months from the date of issue of licence, 

3 . Importers are not required to submit fresh applications for grant of Repeat 
Advance jUccnces in terms of this Public Notice; but licences in admissible cases 
will be granted on the basis of applications already submitted by eligible impor¬ 
ters, in terms of Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No, 50-ITC 
(PN)/61, dated the 20th May, 1961.
